for Life 


“Learning For Life” is held every 
Thursday afternoon. Structured 
with the CALM curriculum, the 
program provides students with 
Opportunities to develop their 
ability to cope with the chal- 
lenges of pregnancy and 
parenting. The program is 
organized to ensure young 
women gain an understanding of 
personal health,human sexuality, 
nutrition, parenting and preg- 
nancy issues along with the 
community resources which are 
available to them. The goal of 
the program is to assist students 
in developing skills that will 
increase their self-reliance and 


effectiveness as individuals. It 
also provides resources and 
information for students which 
they can access immediately or 
at any time in the future. 
“Learning For Life” is compul- 
sory for all Braemar students. 

Examples of “Learning for 
Life” sessions included: Birth 
Control and STD's, Self-Defense, 
Make-overs, Resume building, 
Coping with Addiction, Han- 
dling Abusive Relationships, 
Parenting Skills, Budgeting, 
Ettiquette and Manners and 
even a Native Sweetgrass 
Ceremony. Students found 
Learning for Life interesting and 
informative, and were able to 
apply what they learned to their 
lives and the lives of their 


children.

OUR KIDS ARE WORTH IT! 


On March 16, Braemar students and staff were treated to an extraordinary 
guest speaker, Barbara Coloroso, renowned Family and Parenting Guru. 
Barbara wow’'d the audience with her advice and practical parenting tech- 
niques. Her endless energy inspired students and staff alike. Most impor- 
tantly, Barbara validated Braemar students by acknowledging the difficult 
task of teen parenting and the important role each of our students must fill. 

In both her presentation and book, Barbara talks about disciplining rather 
than punishing children, empowering them to make up their own minds in 
aself-assured, responsible manner. She described three types of families: the 
brick wall, the jelly fish and the backbone and the different approaches each 
would take in a given situation. Hopefully, using many of the techniques 
Barbara mentioned we can each strive to become a backbone family. She 
taught us that unless it is life-threatening, morally threatening or unhealthy 
to RELAX and not to get too bent out of shape about the situation. She 
emphasized that whenever a parent disciplines a child that they should not 
treat a child in any way they themselves would not like to be treated and try 
at all times to leave both the parent's and the child’s dignity intact. 


What a dynamic presenter! Barbara’s 
energy and enthusiasm kept every- 
one, even the seasoned parents com- 
pletely enthralled for over two hours. 


Girls Just Want to Have FUN! 
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OPTION COURSES 
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were able to earn as many as 4 credits 
each semester. Students learned about | 
| Family Dynamics, which deals with past, | 
present and future family issues. In 
Daycase 1 and 2, students covered 16 
sessions of the Alberta Government's 
Orientation Guide for Daycare Staff. 
Combined with 25 hours of practical 
experience in the Terra Daycare, stu- 
dents had the opportunity to receive 
their Level 1 Daycare Certificate.
